Baccalaureate Sermon Delivered to B. T. S. Graduates

One of the outstanding facts re- 
lating to the human family is, that 
we have the privilege of choosing 
for ourselves. You, my dear ones, 
have not leisurely walked about in 
the garden of opportunity to pick 
some choice flower, or stood, as it 
were, on the threshold of an invit- 
ing world and made choice of car- 
nal things. Having made the 
choice between righteousness and 
unrighteousness, and been led by 
the gentle Spirit of the Son of 
God out of darkness into light, you 
then became material from which 
God in His wisdom may choose 
messengers to carry the light of 
His glorious gospel to those who 
are in darkness and in sin. It 
might then as well be said of you 
as Jesus said of His disciples at 
John 15:16, “Ye have not chosen 
me, but I have chosen you, and or- 
dained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain.” 

Nothing can be trivial or com- 
mon which the great God thinks 
about, plans, or creates. The low- 
liest place in this world, to the per- 
son whom God made to occupy 
that place, is a position of rank 
and honor, glorious as an angel’s 
seat, because it is one which God 
formed an immortal being in His 
own image, and with immeasura-

ble possibilities, to fill. I would 
rather be what God would have 
me to be than to be the most glori- 
ous creature in all the world. For 
God to think about us, to be born 
in His thoughts, and then made by 
God, is the dearest, grandest, and 
most precious thing of which one 
could think. 

There is one thing of which you 
may be assured, that is, that God 
does not imitate. Every man is 
cast in his own mold, and no two 
are cast in the same mold. Many 
men are imitators and often try to 
be like others instead of being 
what God made them to be. It has 
been truthfully said that the great- 
est danger to the development in 
the spiritual life lies in men seek- 
ing to imitate others. This is no 
truer in the spiritual than in the 
intellectual or any other depart- 
ment of human development. 

Every life presupposes two 
things—an architect and a de- 
sign. We know how true this is in 
the material world; we cannot 
have anything, cannot build a 
house even, without an architect 
and a design. Our great architect 
is God, the design is a_ perfect 
man. 

God’s plan for every man is a 
fullness of powers and a right dis- 
position of these powers. It is easy 


to be seen that he who perfectly 
fits into his environment, who acts 
upon it and employs his energies 
for the fullest realization of the 
purposes of his being, is the man 
who is following the plan which 
God has marked out for him. 

Jesus wanted His ministers to 
“GO.” The very expression denotes 
action. And then he said, 
“BRING,” still denoting activity. 
“Bring forth fruit.”” There must of 
necessity, be a seed-time and then 
the harvest. “Fruit.” It was the 
sweet singer of Israel who said, 
“He that goeth forth and weepth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him.” 
The 1st command {fs to go, the 2nd 
is to bear precious seed (the gos- 
pel), then go weeping. But you 
have the promise that you shall 
return, and that with rejoicing, 
bringing in the sheaves. 

If you had chosen the medical 
profession, you would have pre- 
pared yourselves with a knowledge 
of every known disease, and been 
trained in the administration of 
proper remedies. Or had you 
chosen the practice of law, you 
would of necessity, have had to be 
acquainted with the administra- 
tion of justice between man and 
man. But since you are vessels, 
chosen by the Master, to carry His 
message of salvation to the lost; 
you must be prepared for the great 
undertaking that now lies before 
you.

LONDON 

Newspapers are having consid- 
erable to say about the “ministry 
of prayer and healing” as it is be- 
ing revived in England’s Angelican 
Church circles. In Brighton, St. 
Stephen’s Church is putting on a 
vigorous program along these 
lines. The pastor, Rev. John Mail- 
lard, declares, “It is a revival of 
the Church’s spiritual force, a bid 
for mental and physical healing 
through faith in the love of God.” 
The London Daily Express ex- 
plains, ‘Mr. Maillard believes in 
evil as a hostile force—believes in 
the devil. He has told of exorcis- 
ing evil spirits which possessed 
people. One woman was in an 
agony of mental suffering. He 
prayed. He commanded the evil in- 
fluence to go in the name of 
Christ. ‘And,’ he said, ‘because she 
had faith it went. I saw it rise and 
depart from her body like a black 
cloud, like a physical fog of evil.’” 
—Defender Magazine. 

Gradually but surely the truth 
of the Scripture concerning divine 
healing is being revived among 
ministers who hold to the tunda- 
mentals of pioneer Ch*stianity.

PUFFING PREACHERS 

Church discipline of Episcopal- 
ians and Catholics allow them to 
smoke and in some instances to 
drink as they see fit, according to 


report of Literary Digest, April 8. 
However, when it comes to the 
Methodist there is a different point 
of view. They are not so lax. In 
1924 Methodist conference voted 
to insert in the Church’s Book of 
Discipline the following: “We 
(ministers and laymen)..... 
cord our solemn judgment that the 
habitual use of tobacco is a prac- 
tice out of harmony with the best 
Christian influence.” 

Last week this half-forgotten 
judgment was dug up by Bishop 
Edwin Holt Hughes, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., 68, president of the 
Methodist Board of Temperance 
and brandished over the head of 
a Methodist conference in Sea- 
ford, Del. Asked for an opinion on 
smoking, Bishop Hughes warmly 
gave it: “If I felt that I could not 
live up to my obligations as a min- 
ister, I would hand in my creden- 
tials and stop preaching. I would 
not walk up and down the streets 
a self-confessed liar by puffing a 
a Many ministers com- 
plain they are not getting results 
in their work. How can you ex- 
pect God to bless a liar? ... .When 
any member of this conference 
violates his obligation not to use 
tobacco, you have a right to bring 
charges against him.” Hurrah for 
the Methodists. Such a ruling is 
praiseworthy, but obedience is 
more to be appreciated.

EX-RUSSIAN OFFICIAL WARNS 
AMERICA 

Mr. Vonsiatsky, formerly an of- 
ficer in the czarist regime, told the 
Engineers’ Club in Chattanooga 
April 1 that Moscow is financing 
communistic activities in the 
United States and that their forces 
greatly increased by recognition of 
Russia, are seeking thru the 
school Negroes and labor unions to 
foster unrest, guide strikers into 
bloodshed and violence, and by 
evolution overthrow the American 
government and establish a soviet. 
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“The communist ‘party in the 
United States constitutes an actual 
revolutionary war,” he asserted. 
“The intensiveness and extent of 
the bolshevist activities in this 
country are not generally known 


to the majority of the American, 


people, nor the fact that the ulti- 
mate aim of the Soviet govern- 
ment is world revolution,” he said. 
“Without this fact in view the full 
danger and menace of communist 
activities is not entirely realized.” 


Before recognition of Russia by 
the United states many “political 
agents and spies of the soviet,” 
camouflaged as-“‘business agents;’’ 
were brought into this country by 
the Amtorg Trading corporation, 
but with recognition of the soviet 
government “our doors have been 
thrown wide open to the free en- 
try of countless more _ bolshevist 
spies, who have lost no time in 
spreading their gospel,” he as- 
serted. 


Mr. Vonsiatsky said that after 
recognition, for which Russia 
promised cessation of propaganda, 
the soviet press and the comintern 
were moderate and restrained, but 
“the bloody events in San Fran- 
cisco” strike “changed completely 
the tone of the soviet press.” 


“The soviet newspapers immed- 
iately became filled with articles 
about bloody uprisings, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, previously 
showered with compliments, was 
now termed a ‘contemptible dem- 
agogue’ and the ‘lackey of capi- 
talists.’ ” 


Scarcely any large institution of 
learning in the United States is 
free from communist propaganda, 
the speaker said, which is center- 
ing on the young and impressiona- 
ble., “Such was the case in Russia, 
where students were the first dis- 
ciples of bolshevism.” 

In many public schools of the 
United States, he said, teachers 
are “preaching radicalism to their 
pupils, urging them to _ revolt 
against our capitalistic form of 
governent and to refuse to figat 
for their country in time of war.” 
In many public schools young 
communist leagues are being 
formed and in. colleges students 
“financed from Moscow” are 
forming “Liberal Clubs” that in 
reality are communist, said Mr. 
. Vonsiatsky. Not stopping with 
“the corrupting of our already ex- 
isting institutions of learning” the 
communists are forming their own 
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centers of education in “summer 
camps for the very young,” he 
said. 

“The Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the American Legion, 
and other patriotic organizations 
have been making splendid efforts 
to combat such conditions, but still 
sterner and more drastic measures 
must immediately be undertaken, 
if we are to preserve in the youth 
of our country devotion to the 
fine principles for which the 
American constitution has always 
stood,” he said. 

Such conditions are becoming 
little -less .thanalarming’and - so 
much so until the government has 
begun making investigations thru 
Washington as well as local 
governments throughout the 
United States. These conditions 
demand our attention and _ insist 
that we spend time in prayer for 
kings and councillors and those in 
authority, that we may lead peace- 
ful and quiet lives.

THE GERMAN CHRIST 

Nazi Julius Streicher in his ad- 
dress at Cologne, disassociated 
Christ as a Savior springing from 
the Jewish race. His address _ in 
part was as follows: “If I should 
stamp Christ as a Jew, I would 
stamp Him as a criminal. Christ 
was just as unjewish as is Hitler.” 
Friends of Streicher say, “The way 
to settle the current grave discord 
in the German Protestant Church 
(Time, Mar. 25, Apr. 1) is to cre- 
ate a partnership with Christ and 
Hitler by making the Realm lead- 
er, who. happens to be a Catholic, 
also a Protestant bishop as was All 
Highest ‘Wilhelm II by virtue of 
being king of Prussia.” Here is a 
bold attempt to dismantle Christ’s 
legal ministerial gifts mentioned 
in Eph. 4:11 and set an irreligious 
and unmerciful human being who 
has no divine calling over the 
church affairs in Germany, and 
since he aspires to world. leader- 
ship He would seek to exercise this 
right also. Such action is unmis- 
takably anti-Christian and is but a 
shadow of things of a more serious 
nature.

BIBLICAL "ACCOUNT OF MIRA- 
CLE UPHELD BY SCIENTIST 


An interesting account was giv- 
en in The Toronto Globe of 31st 
January, 1935, concerning the 
challenge to Darwin by Sir Am- 
brose Fleming, eighty-four-year- 
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old inventor of the thermionic 
valve—which made modern radio 
possible. 

Sir Ambrose, according to word 
received from London, England, 
on January 30th, was delivering 
his presidential address to the Phi- 
losophical Society of Great Britain 
when the following challenge was 
laid. down. 

“We can quite appropriately as- 
sert that the origin of man _ is to 
be looked for in the creative pow- 
er of a self-conscious Creator and 
Supreme Intelligence and Will. 

“We cannot, however, assume 
that a mere abstract term such as 
evolution, which merely connotes 
gradual change, is a true cause in 
a scientific sense.” 

Two other of his assertions 
were that “the bodily resurrection 
of Christ was one of the most cer- 
tainly attested facts in human his- 
tory, and the miracles of the Bible 
could not be dismissed as legends. 

“It is greatly to be deplored,” 
Sir Ambrose said, “that some min- 
isters of religion should accept as 
demonstrated proof the uncon- 
firmed speculations of a materia!- 
istic anthropology and should deny 
the possibility of miracles or ex- 
ceptional action on the part of 
Deity. 

“In doing so they are building 
on the sands of an uncertain, ever- 
changing science, instead of rest- 
ing on the Rock of the increasing- 
ly verified, inspired Scriptures, 
which do not comprise the guesses 
of fallible minds, but the utter- 
ances of holy men of God, who 
spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

“We cannot reasonably dismiss 
as simple legend the accounts of 
the power of the historical Jesus 
Christ to create instantly shoals of 
fish in a lake where no fish were 
found just before, or to create 
bread and fish instantly to feed 
large multitudes, seeing that the 
evidence is overwhelming that He 
Himself was raised to life again.” 

“Sir Ambrose pointed out that if 
prehistoric man had been living on 
the earth for any period like ten 
millenniums he would have multi- 
plied to an extent to fill up nearly 
the whole known world. 

“Yet where were the remains of 
such a vast population? All that 
had been found were a few dozen 
skulls and skeletons. 

“All the facts were much more 
consistent with the Biblical ac-

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Ghnistian “Gheism and Opposing “Gheories

In this present day and age 
when many counterviews and 
opinions are being advanced to 
disprove Christianity, I feel it is 
our duty to learn the basic princ!- 
ples of opposing arguments and to 
be able to refute them. There is 
absolutely no religion on the earth 
which will surpass the Christian 
religion in its effect on human 
lives and souls. It teaches the 
greatest morals and ethics of any 
religion that exists. Yes, it is the 
greatest in the world. 

In this thesis I wish to defend 
the Christian religion by showing 
how some of its adversaries or op- 
posing theories are not logical to 
believe. 

Atheism 

Atheism is a belief that we often 
hear about. This belief simply de- 
nies the existence of God and 
makes no further assertions. If 
this theory is true, the universe 
must be the outcome of chance. 
We know that design exists which 
readily connotes intelligence, and 
a supernatural being is the only 
thing that can answer for it. How 
can one accept atheism when they 
have nothing but their own opin- 
ions, more or less, to base their be- 
lief upon? 

Materialism 

This theory also denies the exist- 
ence of God and in addition as- 
serts positively that only material 
things exist, denying the reality of 
mind. If this is true, then the world 
became something out of nothing; 
the material things that exist pro- 
duced, within themselves, the pow- 
er to think, feel, and will. How can 
a greater come out of a lesser? Al- 
most all men believe in a God or 
supernatural beings. Matter then is 
a universal deceiver to make most 
men believe in God (if this theory 
is true). On the other hand, the 
Christian religion teaches that 
both matter and mind exist; and 
that God is a being. Which is 
more pleasing and logic? 

Idealism 

This theory is directly opposite 
to materialism; it holds that mat- 
ter has no existence; there is no 
entity but mind. This is not logical 
to believe for it is opposed to the 
universal human consciousness. It 
makes the world an atmosphere of 
unreality, and we know from our 
own observation that matter 


exists. It cannot be practiced by its 
own followers who always act as if 
matter is real. Furthermore, if our 
consciousness deceives us_ in 
thinking that matter exists (when 
it does not), may it not also de- 
ceive us when we think of God, 
and of right and wrong? The 
Christian view is a much better 
philosophy. 
DEISM 

This teaches that God is a per- 
sonal being, who created the uni- 
verse, then forsook it and gave it 
over to the control of secondary 
laws and forces which He ordained 
for that purpose. This religion 
flourished in England in the 17th 
and 18th centuries but became a 
failure. It failed to keep many of its 
chief votaries in the path of virtue; 
it accomplished nothing for the 
betterment of humanity; and it 
finally degenerated into universal] 
skepticism. Furthermore, people 
could not love a God who would 
desert them. It is inconceivable to 
think that a good and wise God 
would desert His own creation. Is 
not Christianity more pleasing and 
logical to believe? If so, why not 
accept it in its fullest sense? 


Pantheism 

This is the philosophy that 
identifies God and the world; the 
universe is God and God is the uni- 
verse; that God is everything. Con- 
sider the following arguments 
against this philosophy: Ist, it 
forces matter and mind into one 
substance, but gives no proof of 
their unity. 2nd, it teaches “un- 
conscious intelligence” ang “un- 
conscious will,” which are self- 
contradictions. Third, it affords 
little or no satisfaction to the re- 
ligious mind and is unsatisfying to 
the intellect. 4th, it denies personal 
immortality for man, who when he 
dies, simply sinks back into the 
ALL. How much clearer is the 
teaching of the Bible about God. It 
does not confuse but offers man a 
clear conception of God. Is_ not 
that more credible than panthe- 
ism? 

I will now ask why the Christian 
religion does not teach such one- 
sided views of things? Simply be- 
cause it has the Bible, a book that 
perfectly harmonizes throughout, 
for its guide. Then one will ask, 
“How do you know the Bible to be 
true?” To justly answer this latter 
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question, it would take a book to 
possess the proof in favor of the 
integrity of the Bible. But I will 
ask this question in answer to the 
above, How could a book be writ- 
ten by about thirty-six different 
authors in different countries 
over a period of sixteen hun- 
dred years, yet without a conflict 
or contradiction? The only logical 
answer is this, that it is a divinely 
inspired book. Again, how could a 
natural man have written it when 
natural men prove themselves to- 
day to be unable to understand it? 
How could a person knowing there 
was ‘not a°God; write a’ book with 
so great a supernatural conception 
of such a being? How did he think 
of such a thing within his ownself 
that would give to man _ the as- 
surance of pardon, freedom, and 
eternal life and salvation through 
a character described therein, Je- 
sus Christ? Furthermore, why 
could man invent such a deceptive 
plan for people to believe when he 
did not believe it himself? When 
some unbeliever will sufficiently 
answer these questions then I will 
be better able to understand and 
believe some of the opposing thev- 
ries to Christianity. But I am cer- 
tain that no unbeliever is able to 
prove the greatest religion of the 
world to be false—Christianity. It 
has a foundation which is Jesus 
Christ. Christianity has prevailed 
for hundreds of years and it will be 
in existence when our Lord returns 
for the faithful. I thank the Father 
in heaven for His Son, Jesus 
Christ, on whom the fundamental 
truths of Christianity are based.

Christ Rejected - 


Let’s look at a remarkable proph- 
ecy of the work of Christ. Isaiah 
49:4, “Then I said, I have labored 
in vain, I have spent my strength 
for naught, and in vain: yet surely 
my judgment is with the Lord, and 
my. work with my God.” Let us 
look at Isaiah 53:3, “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sor- 
row, and acquainted with grief: 
And we hid as. it were our faces 
from him, he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not.” Was this ful- 
filled in the life of Jesus? Matthew 
23:37, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gath- 
ered thy children together, even as 
a hen gathereth her chickens un- 
der her wings, and ye would not!” 
Tho the Lord stretched out His 
hands and made this cry to His 
own people, Isaiah said His labor 
would be for naught. John 1:11, 
“He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not.” Then 
Isaiah makes this striking predic- 
tion. Isaiah 49:6, “And he said, It is 
a light thing that thou shouldest 
be my servant to raise up the 
tribes of Jacob, and to restore the 
preserved of Israel: I will also give 
thee for a light to the Gentiles, 
that thou mayest be my salvation 
unto the end of the earth.” Thus 
the prophet foretold concerning 
the promised Messiah, that His 
mission would be to save the 
world, both Jew and Gentile, but 
that He would be rejected by His 
own people. This was exactly what 
happened. No human mind couid 
have forseen this. Oh the richness 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God. Who is able to be His coun- 
sellor? No theologian, I am sure. 


Zechariah foretold His _ trium- 
phant entry into Jerusalem. Zech- 
ariah 9:9, “Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zion; shout O daugh- 
ter of Jerusalem; behold, thy King 
cometh unto thee: he is just, and 
having salvation; lowly, and riding 
upon an ass; and upon a colt the 
foal of an ass.” Note that the 
prophecy specifies three particu- 
lars. (1) How He would be regard- 
ed by the people, as He should en- 


ter Jerusalem (thy King cometh). 
(2) What the people would do (re- 
joice greatly, shout). (3) Whatkind 
of animal He would ride upon. All 
these: details were fulfilled to the 
letter. Matt.. 21:1-11, “And when 
they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, 
and were come to Bethphage, unto 
the mount of Olives, then sent Je- 
sustwodisciples,Saying unto them, 
Go into the village over against 
you, and straightway ye shall find 
an ass tied, and a colt with her. 
Loose them, and_~ bring them 
unto me. And if any may say ought 
unto you, ye shall say, The Lord 
hath need of them; and straight- 
way he will send them. All this was 
done, that it might be _ fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, 
saying, Tell ye the daughter of 
Sion, Behold, thy King cometh un- 
to thee, meek, and sitting upon an 
ass, and a colt the foal of an ass. 
And the disciples went, and did as 
Jesus commanded them, and 
brought the ass and the colt, and 
put on them their clothes, and 
they set him thereon. And a very 
great multitude spread their gar- 
ments in the way; others cut down 
branches from the trees, and 
strawed them in the way. And the 
multitude that went before, and 
that followed, cried, saying, Ho- 
sanna to the Son of David. Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of 
the Lord; Hosanna in the highest. 
And when he was come into Jeru- 
salem, all the city was moved, say- 
ing, Who is this? And the multi- 
tude said, This is Jesus the proph- 
et of Nazareth of Galilee.” The 
Pharisees objected to the people’s 
joyful shouts of welcome to Jesus, 
but He told them if the people 
should hold their peace, the very 
stones would cry out. Luke 19:40. 
Why did He say this? Because the 
prophecy of Zechariah 9:9 had to 
be fulfilled. The shouting had to 
be done even if the stones had to 
do it. Why did He tell the disciples 
He had need of the colt? Because 
the prophet had said He would 
ride one into Jerusalem. The scrip- 
ture could not be broken. The 
Word of God will always be ful- 
filled in its seasons. 
His Betrayal 

The Bible foretold that the 
Christ would be betrayed by one of 
His own disciples. Psalms 41:9, 
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“Yea my own familiar friend, in 
whom I trusted, which did eat of 
my bread, hath lifted up his heel 
against me.” In John 13:18, the 
Lord quoted this same scripture to 
His disciples. In verse 19 He said, 
“Now I tell you before it come, 
that when it is come to pass, yé 
may believe that I am he.” We all 
know that it came to pass as Je- 
sus said, even to the individual. In 
Matthew 26:25 Judas said, “Is it 
I?”’ And the Lord said, ‘“‘Thou hast 
said.””’ Zechariah predicted the ex- 
act price at which Christ would be 
sold, also declaring that this mon- 
ey would be cast down upon the 
floor of the Temple, and would fin- 
ally be used to purchase a pot- 
ter’s field. Zechariah 11:12-13. 
“And I said unto them, If ye think 
good, give me my price; and if not, 
forbear. So they weighed for my 
price thirty pieces of silver. And 
the Lord said unto me, Cast it un- 
to the potter: a goodly price that |} 
was priced at of them. And I took 
the thirty pieces of silver, and cast 
them to the potter in the house of 
the Lord.” Was this fulfilled to the 
letter in the life of Jesus who was 
born of the virgin Mary? Matthew 
27:3-7, “Then Judas, which had 
betrayed him, when he saw he was 
condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priest and _ el- 
ders, saying, I have sinned in that 
I have betrayed innocent blood. 
And they said, What is that to us? 
see thou to that. And he cast down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, 


and departed, and went and 
hanged himself. And the chief 
priest took the silver pieces, and 


said, It is not lawful to put them 
into the treasure, because it is the 
price of blood. And they took 
counsel, and bought with them the 
potter’s field, to bury strangers 
in.” The Lord told His disciples of 
His treatment on trial, and also of 
His resurrection. Luke 18:31-33, 
“Then he took unto him the 


twelve, and said unto them, Behold | 


we go up to Jerusalem, and all 
things that are written by the 
prophets concerning the Son of 
man shall be accomplished: For he 
shall bedelivered unto the Gentiles, 
and shall be mocked, and spitefuily 
entreated, and spit on; And they 
shall scourge him and put him to 
death: and the third day he shal! 
rise again.”” How did the Lord 
know this? He said it was written 
by the prophets. Let us look at the 
prophecy, Micah 5:1. We find that 
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they. would smite Him. with a rod. 
Isaiah foretold that they would 
spit on Him and scourge Him. 
Isaiah 50:6, “I gave my back to 
the smiters, and my cheeks to 
them that pluck off the hair: I hid 
not my face from shame and spit- 
ting.” Zechariah foretold how His 
disciples would forsake Him, and 
He would be smitten. Zech. 13:7, 
“Awake O sword, against my shep- 
herd, and against the man that is 
my fellow, saith the Lord of host: 
Smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered: And I will tun 
my hand upon the little ones.” 
Thus Zechariah foretold how His 
disciples would forsake Him, and 
He would be smitten. Did they spit 
on Him? Did He give His cheek tu 
them as Isaiah said? Look at 
Matthew 26:67, “Then did they 
spit in his face, and buffet him; 
and others smote him with the 
palms of their hands.” What was 


God’s Christ to do through all 
this? 
His Behavior 
Isa.53:7, “He was oppressed, 


and he was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth: he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth.” 
When the chief priest, elders and 
scribes made _ their accusation 
against Jesus before the high 
priest, Mark 14:61, He held His 
peace and answered nothing. 
When taken before Pilate, and ac- 
cused, what did He do? Mark 15: 
3-5, “And the chief priest accused 
him of many things: but he an- 
swered nothing. And Pilate asked 
him again, saying, Answereth thou 
nothing? behold how many things 
they witness against thee. But Je- 
sus yet answered nothing; so that 
Pilate marvelled.” To the aston- 
ishment of these rulers the Lamh 
of God answered not a word. The 
prophecy even tells the place 
where the cruel nails were to be 
driven. Psalms 22:16, “Thev 
pierced my hands and my feet.” 
Isaiah foretold He would be cruci- 
fied with criminals. Isa. 53:12, “He 
was numbered with the transgres- 
sors.” Mark says (15:27-28), “And 
with him they crucify two thieves; 
the one on his right hand, and the 
other on his left. And the _ scrip- 
ture was fulfilled, which saith, 
And he was numbered with the 
transgressors.” 

Psalms 22:7-8, “All they that see 
me laugh me to scorn: they shoot 
out the lip, they shake the head,

saying, He trusted on the Lord 
that he would deliver him let him 
deliver him, seeing he delighted in 
him.” Thus the prophet pointed 
out. the words recorded in Mat- 
thew 27, that were spoken to the 
Lord, as He hung in agony on the 
cross. As Jesus hung upon _ the 
cross the moment drew near for 
Him to give up His life. He knew 
that every detail of the prophecies 
concerning Himself had been ful- 
filled up to his time, except fhe 
item mentioned by David in 
Psalms 69:21, “In my thirst they 
gave Me vinegar to drink.” Note 
then what He did. John 19:28, “‘Af- 
ter this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might be ful- 
filled, saith, I thirst.” Note what 
they offered Him to drink. John 
19:29, “Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar: and they filled 
a sponge with vinegar, and put it 
upon hyssop, and put it to his 
mouth.” They held the very liquid 
which the prophecy had _ pointed 
out one thousand years. before- 
hand. 
Christ Crucified 

His expiring’ cry is foretold in 
Psalms 22:1, “My God, My God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” 


When the last detail in His life was 
fulfilled, Jesus said, “It is finished. 


‘And he bowed his head and gave 


up the ghost,” John 12:29. As we 
trace the fulfillment of these pre- 
dictions, we can see the overruling 
providence of God. The _ soldiers 
broke the legs of the two thieves 
who were crucified with Tesus, but 
when they came to Jesus, they did 
not break His legs. Why not? 
What hindered them from doing 
so? John 19:33-37, “But when 
they came to Jesus, and saw thot 
he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: But one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out 
blood and water. And _ he that 
saw it bare record, and his record 
is true, and he knoweth that he 
saith the truth, that ye might be- 
lieve. For these things were done, 
that the scripture should be ful- 
filled, A bone of him shall not be 
broken. And again another scrip- 
ture saith, They shall look on him 
whom they pierced.” Thus we find 
two more prophecies fulfilled in 
the life of Jesus. Psalms 34:20, 
“He keepeth all his bones, not one 
of them is broken.” Zech. 12:10, 
“And _ they shall look upon me 
whom they have pierced.” 


‘SEVEN 


The prophecy even told just 
what disposition would be made of 
His garments. Ps. 22:18, “They 
part my garments among them, 
and cast lots upon my _vesture.” 
According to John 19:23 it seems 
probable that Jesus had _ been 
wearing five articles of clothing, 
and four soldiers crucified Him, 
dividing these among themselves; 
but in making this division, one 
of His garments, the seamless coat, 
was: left. How was this to be di- 


vided? To tear it into four parts 
would be to ruin it. “They said 
therefore among themselves, Let 


us not rend it, but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be: That the scrip- 
ture might be _ fulfilled, which 
saith, They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vesture 
they did cast Jots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did.” If they 
had torn that garment into four 
pieces, Jesus would not have been 
God’s Messiah. The prophecy had 
said they would distribute His gar- 
ments (G0d’s Messiah’s) among 
them, and cast lots for His ves- 
ture, and this is just what they 
finally agreed to do. 


Seeing that this Jesus of the 
gospels had nowhere to lay His 
head, and reckoned as a poor car- 
penter’s son, crucified between two 
thieves, we would naturally under 
these circumstances expect His 
grave among the poor. But Mat- 
thew says (27:57-60) that a rich 
man came named Joseph and 
begged the body and wrapped it in 
fine linen, and laid it in his own 
new tomb. Thus His grave was 
made with the rich. Why did this 
rich man beg Jesus’ body? Isa. 53: 
9, “He made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death, because he had done no vio- 
lence, neither was any deceit in 
his mouth.” Can you not see the 
hand of God in shaping all these 
circumstances to fulfill in the life 
of Jesus every prophetic word? 

His Resurrection Foretold 

The biography of a great man of 
the world is brought to an end by 
giving an account of His death, 
because there is then nothing 
more for the biographer to record, 
but this prophetic biography of 
Christ is unique, not only in that 
it was written hundreds of years 
beforehand, but also it traces His 
career beyond the tomb.The proph- 
ecies predicted that the Christ 
would be resurrected from the 
tomb before His body saw cor- 
ruption. Psalms 16:10, “For thou 
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wilt not leave my soul in hell, 
neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption.” David also 
foretold His ascension to the 
Father. He even foretold the very 
place He should occupy when He 
went to heaven. Psalms 110:1, 
“The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, until I 
make thine enemies thy footstool.” 
In Acts 1:9, we find Jesus was 
taken up, and a cloud _ received 
Him out of the apostles’ sight. Is 
that all? No, in Acts 7:56, while 
Stephen was being stoned to death, 
he being full of the Holy Ghost, 
said,.““Behold, I.see,the ; heavens 
opened, and the Son of man stand- 
ing on the right hand of God.” 


We have produced from prophe- 
cy a complete tho’ brief biography 
of the Christ from His birth to His 
ascension to the right hand of God. 
All these items were written down 
hundreds of years before Christ 
was born. We have seen from the 
New Testament record of the 
birth, life, death and ascension of 
Jesus of Nazareth, that it presents 
a literal fulfillment of every one of 
these detailed predictions. This is 
incontestable proof that His claim 
to the Messiahship was valid. The 
very fact that all these things, 
foretold centuries beforehand, 
were fulfilled in Jesus of Nazareth, 
gives positive evidence that he was 
indeed the Son of God.

It was written by a group of men 
who lived in an age when colleges 
and universities were unknown. 
Not one of them claimed any su- 
perior literary attainments for 
himself in, telling - his, message. of 
God and salvation. 


What author in any age has 
written any other book to com- 
pare with the shortest books of the 
Bible? With a divine purpose in 
mind, these thirty-five or forty 
men who gave the Bible to the 
world wrote a word-portraiture of 
God, Christ, eternity and man, 
which bears the marks of the 
most perfect harmony from _be- 
ginning to end, and that word- 
picture is of such purity, simplici- 
ty and holiness that it challenges 
the best within all who look upon 
it. The Bible story is so infinitely 
massive and sublime that the mas- 
ter-minds of all ages have been 
compelled to study it in wonder. 
God, alone, could be the author of 
such a volume. It is with this 
Book that you must be acquainted, 
if you would succeed in the min- 
istry. To be in sympathy with this 
lost world, you must study the 
Bible and pray (Matt. 9:38). A 
church or an individual that makes 
it a rule to daily sit at the feet of 
the Master to learn of Him will 
PRAY and WORK. 

Great calamities open our 
hearts to relief and help. What 
greater disaster than the loss of a 
human soul? Christ exerted His 
divine might and infinite love in 
bearing man’s load of sin and sor- 
row. He never considered self. He 
came to minister, not to be minis- 
tered unto. The greatest happiness 
is derived from helping others. 
God intends us to give attention to 
the affairs of the world, but never 
to become so absorbed in. them 
that we cannot hear the cry of 
those in need. 

Would you be _ consecrated? 
Then listen. Consecration méans 
copying the compassionate Christ. 
We are in debt to the poor, the 
weak, the feeble, the sick, the ig- 
norant, the fallen and the perish- 
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ing. We must have our hearts full 
of the love of Jesus to inspire us 
to noble deeds and to help us pay 
our debt to our fellowman. No 
person has any right to withhold 
the knowledge of a fact that would 
be for the benefit of the public. 

Medical schools graduate their 
students under the promise to 
make known any discovery that 
would bless mankind. Great ex- 
plorers and scientists have felt the 
moral obligation to make known 
their discoveries to help human- 
ity. For example, Columbus, in the 
discovery of the new world; Gali- 
leo, in the discovery of the pendu- 
lum; Watts and Stevenson, in the 
locomotive; Morse, the telegraph; 
Fulton, the steamboat; Edison, the 
phonograph, etc. 

These things being true, if a 
person discovers the Pearl of great 
price that comes to him as our 
ever-blessed truth, is it not rea- 
sonable that he should tell it ev- 
erywhere he goes? Nothing will 
appeal to the hearts of folks 
quicker than the discovery of some 
great good. In Christ’s day, not- 
withstanding He advised silence 
on the part of some whom He had 
healed, yet they were so happy in 
their discovery of Jesus and His 
power to heal and save that they 
disobeyed His injunction and pub- 
lished abroad the glad news. 

All true love delights to honor 
the object of its affection. The 
husband who maintains silence 
about his wife is almost ready to 
enter the divorce courts; the 
child who does not delight in 
bearing testimony to the faithful 
mother’s memory is considered an 
ingrate; the brother who does not 
speak the name of a sweet sister 
is unworthy of the affection she 
bestows upon him. The nine healed 
lepers who did not return the grat- 
itude of their hearts to Jesus hurt 
the Savior because they did not re- 
turn and give God the glory. It was 
then that He asked the pathetic 
question, “Where are the nine?” 
When the blind man who was 
healed was cast out of the temple 
for testifying for Christ, Jesus ap- 
peared unto him and_ revealed 
Himself as the Son of God. 


When the human family learns 
that the redemption of the world 
is not based on cold, unrelenting 
justice, but on the warm loving 
heart-throbs of a merciful Savior, 
we will then be far on the way to 
the solution of the problem of how 
to reach the unsaved masses. 
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Mercy is the direct product of 
heaven-born love. This world is 
full of loathsome human beings 
who are unlovely in themselves, 
but the heart imbued with the 
Spirit of Jesus goes to such with 
the loving touch of mercy~ and 
wins them from the way of sin and 
shame to a life of loving service in 
the family of our great heavenly 
Father. 


No one ever prays to God for 
justice, but our real prayers are 
for our Father’s mercy. Even the 
lowest criminal in the world can 
ask Him for mercy. The poor pub- 
licah, standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, 
saying, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner.” 

God’s people have been all too 
slow in learning the great lesson 
of the power of human touch in 
the hour of sorrow and suffering. 
Tov much time has beenmspent in 
establishing the doctrines-of men, 
and in trying to convince the world 
of their scriptural position. One of 
the first principles of the doctrine 
of Jesus Christ that you are sup- 
posed to present to the people 
with whom you may come 
in contact is, that Jesus shed His 
blood to sanctify His Church, that 
He went back to the Father and 
sent the Holy Ghost, and that He 
is coming again in the clouds of 
heaven. These principles are nec- 
essary. I would not for a moment 
underestimate faith, repentance, 
confession, baptism, and many 
other fundamentals in the great 
plea for the oneness of God’s peo- 
ple and the final conquest of the 
world through Jesus Christ, but I 
must emphasize the crying need 
of preaching and teaching the gos- 
pel of mercy and love. 


When the ministers of the Lord 
have been filled with His spirit of 
tender compassion, and like Him, 
go about in the world doing good, 
then will be reproduced the mercy 
manifested by the good Samaritan, 
and the healing touch of Christian 
love will be administered to every 
worthy one who falls by the way- 
side, whether it be the friendless 
child, the decrepit aged one, the 
helpless and afflicted, or the soul 
blighted by sin. Again the Master 
said He came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and if we 
have not the Spirit of Christ we 
are none of His. When we learn 
these lessons, not as a theory, but 
as a practice, we will then move 
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forward with irresistible power. 

In your warfare for the Master, 
you will meet the criticism of the 
non-Christian and the untaught, 
that the church is not fulfilling 
her mission, in that it does not 
love mercy and do justly. You will 
be forced to admit that there is 
some truth in such a statement. 
When you have done so, then, re- 
double your energy and muster in- 
to service every available means of 
warfare and make one final charge 
on the enemy of God’s holiness 
and go over the top with shouts of 
victory in the name of Him who 
has’ never known defeat: 

It will behoove you, if you have 
any creeds, to convert them into 
deeds of love and service. You as 
leaders in the noblest of all call- 
ings, you who would lead in God’s 
work must have a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the battles of those 
whom you would assist into the 
better life. Having attained for 
yourselves a clearer vision anda 
nobler acting, it might be easy for 
you to become impatient with 
others for not at once seeing and 
living as you do. It is so easy for 
‘us to forget the long struggle and 
the devious way through which 
We came to a fuller conception of 
service in the name of the Master. 

We believe that most people de- 
sire to make the most of their 
lives. Many of them truly hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, but 
need some one to lead them into 
the way of larger service. These 
stand halting by the wayside, not 
from desire, but because there is 
no one to point them to the right 
way. They are babes in Christ, and 
we should so act toward them. 
Scolding, criticizing, and fault- 
finding, will only injure and never 
assist them into the liberty of the 
gospel. They know their weak- 
nesses, and often agonize over 
them. We can never help them by 
showing them the stains on their 
lives, but by leading them to Him 
who is able to remove ll stains 
and make them whiter than the 
snow. We must in true sympathy 
walk with them along the road of 
sorrow, and encourage them to 
look beyond the clouds where the 
sun still shines. We should appreci- 
ate every effort they make and 
sustain every forward movement 
in love and thus we can help them 
into a higher and holier life. 

You should never allow your- 
selves to become impatient with 
others when plans that seem s0 
sure to succeed are rejected. 
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Never take such as a personal af- 
front, for it is seldom so intended. 
Harsh and unkind words never 
succeed in building any individual 
or congregation into a true spirit- 
ual house. As leaders, you are to 
teach, not condemn. Most people 
see new things slowly. Old meth- 
ods are hard to set aside. To 
change the old order requires 
much forbearance on the part of 
the leaders. How often unseemly 
wrangles might have been averted 
had those who led contained them- 
selves, and permitted those who 
think slowly and seem stubborn to 
have -a'little more’ time to stidy 
the matter out. Forbearance 
means to bear with those who do 
not see as we do, but it means to 
do so in the right spirit and not in 
the “better than thou” way. To 
the hesitant ones Jesus said, “Only 
believe.” The untaught He led, oh, 
so gently and carefully, into the 
ways of faith in God through Him. 
In sending this class of noble 
young men and women from this 
worthy institution, we do so with 
the belief firmly fixed in our hearts 
that you will ever be an honor to 
this institution, to the faculty who 
may justly feel proud of its repre- 
sentatives, and an honor to God 
wherever your lots may be cast.

BAPTISTS QUIT CONVENTION 
IN FIGHT ON REDS 

Charging that the Modernism of 
the Northern Baptist Convention 
is tending toward state socialism 
or communism, the Belden Avenue 
Baptist Church of Chicago yester- 
day announced its withdrawal 
from that convention. The Belden 
Avenue Church is one of the larg- 
est Baptist congregations in the 
city. 

This church also withdrew from 
the Chicago Baptist Association 
and the Illinois Baptist State Con- 
vention. The Rev. Mr. Fulton, in 
making public the resolution of 
withdrawal, said that it was 
adopted with only two members of 
his congregation dissenting. The 
resolution was prepared by the 
board of deacons of the church un- 
der the chairmanship of G. A. Con- 
nor. 

The resolution declared that 
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socialistically inclined modernists 
have seized control “of our con- 
ventions, policies, and programs.” 

Charge Variance from Bible 

These leaders, the resolution 
said, “have injected their perni- 
cious doctrines ...so that our mis- 
sionary enterprises, educational in- 
stitutions, and administrative pol- 
icies are no longer conducted as 
set forth by the Holy Scriptures 
and historically held by regular 
Baptists.” 

The resolution cited the 1934 
sessions of the Northern Conven- 
tion as evidence of this alleged 
apostasy, declaring that the con- 
vention “adopted socialistic and 
pacifistic resolutions,” and _ dis- 
played “a tendency ...to show 
sympathy toward God-denying, 
Christ-hating communism.’”—Rev, 
John Evans, in Chicago Tribune 
RECENT FINDS SHOW SODOM 
AND GOMORRAH CENTERS OF 

WEALTH 5,000 YEARS AGO. 

Histories and other reference 
works will have to be revised, for 
the sites of the hated and ill-fated 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, in 
Palestine, have now been located. 
The discovery was made two years 
ago, by Father Alexis Mallon, a 
French priest who makes science a 
special study. The Book of Genesis 
gives a vivid account of the de- 
struction of these two wicked 
cities of old. It says: 

“The Lord rained upon Sodom 
and Gomorrah brimstone and fire 
from the Lord out of heaven; and 
He, overthrew those cities, and all 
the plain, and all the inhabitants 
of the cities.” 

This is one of the most dramatic 
episodes of the Old Testament. 
The account goes on to say that 
Lot and his wife had been warned 
of the approaching destruction 
and that Lot escaped but that his 
wife was turned into a pillar of 
salt when she looked back to see 
the spectacle, after having been 
told by the Lord not to. 

As a matter of fact “pillars of 
salt” are common enough in the 
region in question. The Bedouin 
guides in Palestine have long 
pointed these out to travelers as 
being the identical one into which 
Lot’s wife was turned. Some of 
the more’ unscrupulous guides 
have even sold pieces of this pillar 
to tourists, as souvenirs. 

The destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is well authenticated in 
history, and it was undoubtedly 
caused by a catastrophe whict. is 
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well described by the Biblical ac- 
count. Oil and gas are abundant in 
Palestine—and you will _ believe 
this when you are told that your 
old friend the Standard Oil Co. has 
its hooks in the earth even there. 

That powerful octopus will fol- 
low the faintest smell of oil clear 
around the earth, in the expecta- 
tion of corralling the supply and 
some day turning it into bigger 
and better profits. So when we say 
that Standard Oil even has con- 
cessions in this Dead Sea region 
we can be pretty sure there’s gold 
in them thar hills—in the form of 
oil products. 1940 

An earthquake which released 
oil and gas, accompanied by 
lightning and fire, could very well 
have brought destruction on these 
twin cities of evil just as the Bible 
says, when “lo, the smoke of the 
country went up as the smoke of a 
furnace.” 

Sodom and Gomorrah, it was 
supposed, were located near the 
south end of the Dead Sea but no 
ruins have ever been found there. 
Father Mallon began digging near 
the north end and he was _ re- 
warded by finding fragments of 
pottery and other remains dating 
back about 3,000 years B. C. The 
relics show that such rites as 
snake worship, and even human 
sacrifices, were common. with 
these people. 

The ruins are the largest so far 
uncovered in Palestine. These 
were rich and populous cities. 
Some of the buildings were 50 feet 
high and there are many evidences 
of wealth and culture. The use of 
iron was then unknown— the fur- 
niture and utensils being made of 
stone or bronze, while pearls and 
precious stones were used for or- 
naments. 

The Dead Sea region is the odd- 
est place in the world. Speaking of 
“depressions,” here is the worst 
one the old earth has ever known. 
The Dead Sea is 1,300 feet below 
the level of the sea. But then the 
bottom is another 1,300 feet below 
the surface, in the deepest part. So 
here is a hole in the earth some 
2,600 feet in depth—with the Medi- 
terranean Sea only 50 miles dis- 
tant 

The Dead Sea is properly named, 
though the natives call it the Salt 


- Sea. The water, with five times 


the salinity of ordinary sea water, 
is more than one-fourth mineral 
matter—and it has such a foul 
taste that a single drink will do 
you for a lifetime. No animal life 
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can exist in it, and fish that are 
swept into it by the Jordan soon 
die.—Pathfinder.
